the city has benefited by the reform of the tariff. The 
total of the exports shows that the quarter has been the 
best for five years, and that there has been a steady but 
continuous improvement since the new tariff came into 
operation on August 1st. During the earlier part of 
the year trade with the United States was practically 
suspended owing to the uncertainty as to the fate of the 
Wilson Bill. The present state of trade still falls la- 
mentably short of what it used to be from ten to twenty 
vears ago, but every indication goes to prove that the 
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Sheffield cutlers have by no means obtained the full benefit 
of the reduction of the tariff, and that their trade will 
continue to improve as the internal trade of the United 
States expands, which it is now doing. The exports of

Builders’ Exchange: In reply to your favor I| will say that 
the old Builders’ Exchange is a thing of the past, but a few 
of the old members have got together and formed a new 
exchange, and their meeting place is now at No. 217 South 
Adams Street.

P. A. Weast 
contemplates putting up an office building on Jefferson 
Street, which will eclipse anything of the kind in this city. 
It is to be about ten storis high, and fire-proof throughout. 
The estimated cost is $200,000. There is some talk of put- 
ting up an opera house and hotel on the Rouse corner, by 
eastern capitalists. Should this scheme go through, it will 
represent an expenditure of something like $500,000. The 
scheme is a feasible one, and it will pay good interest on the 
investment, as it is one of the best corners in the city. In 
the manufacturing line, there are several industries that are 
figuring on locating here this spring, but nothing definite 
enough has been done to enable us to tell about what kind 
of buildings will be required. In regard to school-houses, | 
will say there wiil be built in Peoria the coming season 
three or more schools, one to take the place of the Cottage 
School, which will be a twelve-room building, to cost in the 
neighborhood of $40,000; one in Callender & Ayres addi- 
tion on the Bluff, and one in the lowerend of the city, Both 
of the latter will be eight-room buildings, which will cost 
about $20,000 each. There is a new High School needed, 
and as soon as the finances of the district will justify it, 
there will be erected a $100,000 high school in this city. 

POOR IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

Builders’ Exchange: In answer to your letter of inquiry 
as to the prospects of building during the coming spring 
and summer, I would say that they are unusually poor, and 
not calculated to inspire any one with either hope or confi- 
The combined action of the present national ad- 
and 


dence. 
ministration and the banking interests of this country 
Europe, in their conspiracy to curtail the circulating me- 
dium of the country, in order to increase the purchasing 
power and value of the remainder, and thereby give them 
greater power through which to control the industry of the 
people, has so alarmed the thinking portion of them that 
they are afraid to enter, or continue to expand any branch 
of business where they have to depend upon the banks or 
money-lenders for assistance. All business of this city 
outside of the furnishing and retail of the necessaries, is 
practically dead. Then, too, we are in the grasp here of 
an octopus, in the shape of a railroad monopoly. We can- 
not manufacture anything, for which we have not a home 
demand, at a profit, for the reason that goods and wares 
can be shipped to points either within or without our State 
from either New York or Chicago to nearly all points from 
two hundred to three hundred miles distant from San Fran- 
cisco, as cheap or cheaper than they can from San Fran- 
cisco. Recent developments have convinced us that if our 
present government officials are not partners in interest in 
this monopoly, they at least are controlled by it, and we 
are not even asked ‘‘ What are you going to do about it?” 


WORD FROM OMAHA. 
Builders’ and Traders’ Exchange: The prospects for the 


new year are not very flattering, but still I think they are 
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brighter than last year. We are about to erect two new 
large theatres, and some other public buildings. Our Ex- 
change has held its own in spite of the hard times, and ex- 
pects to be found doing business at the old stand for some 
time to come. Our State has had a hard blow on account 
of the great drought, which affects this city on account of it 
being an agricultural State, instead of a manufacturing one, 
but we will pull through all right. 


KANSAS CITY, MO. 

Builders’ and Traders’ Exchange: The building business 
in Kansas City is picking up. There will be several busi- 
ness blocks put up in the business portion of our city in a 
short time, and also many residences. The building busi- 
ness has been better this winter than it has been for two 
years in this part of the country. 

CINCINNATI. 

Builders’ Exchange: In regard to building prospects, they 
are much more favorable than in January 1894; more plans 
in the architects’ hands, and contracts are being let much 
earlier than then. There appears to be more confidence 
among capitalists than last year.

in such a manner as to insure cleanliness. All parts of the 
ice chamber with the shelves are easily removed for clean- 
ing. A great feature is the drainage. The four walls of 
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the ice chamber are constructed to form a tank, with an 
opening in the bottom, through which the cold air passes 
into the provision compartment. Each wall is flanged at 
its upper end, from which it is suspended toa rabetted 
frame in the casing; its lower ends are bent inwardly, then 
upwardly, forming a trough which extends entirely around 
the bottom of the tank. All the waste water is forced into 
the narrow channel of this trough, and consequently will 
flow out of the refrigerator quickly. By this process, there 
being less moisture retained within the refrigerator, dryer 
air is secured, less ice is used. The patent porcelain-lined 
water cooler, illustrated in the cut, is hooked toa band of 
iron connecting the front and back walls, and is as easily 
removed for cleaning as all other parts of the ice chamber. 
A portable drip pan is suspended to the bottom of the tank 
and makes it impossible for moisture resulting from con- 
densation on the outer walls of the tank to drip into the 
provision chamber. Mineral wool, the best non-conductor 
of heat and cold known, is used in filling the walls of the 
casing.”’

A GREAT EVENT FOR WHEEL MAKERS, SELLERS AND RIDERS. 
THE EXHIBITION AN ESTABLISHED ANNUAL EVENT.—LARGE AT- 
TENDANCE AND BENEFICIAL EFFECTS.—LIST OF EXHIBITORS, ETC. 

The first Annual Exhibition of the National Cycle Exhi- 
bition Co., of Chicago, is a thing of the past. For one en- 
tire week, from January 7th to 12th inclusive, the Cycle 
Crank has ruled supreme. From the standpoint of attend- 
ance, the show was an assured success the first day, and the 
managers now state that financially it has also been a win- 
ner. The impetus given to the cycle trade through the 
medium of this exhibition cannot be overestimated, and the 
fact that exhibitors have already filed applications for space 
for next year, ensures the future of the undertaking, and 
now the annual exhibition may be called a fixture. That 
an enterprise of this nature should be a financial success the 
first year, shows what a hold cycling has taken upon the 
public, and the enormous capital invested in the manufac- 
ture of wheels was clearly demonstrated to the attendants 
at the show. When the general public came to a full real- 
ization of the fact that over $25,000,000 of capital was rep- 
resented by the various exhibitors, they awoke to the fact 
that cycling was no longera fad confined to the few, but a 
permanent institution, endorsed by the masses. The at- 
tendance the opening night was over 1800, and each suc- 
ceeding day bore testimony to a steady ratio of increase. 

The exhibitions at the various booths were both artistic 
and unique, attracting the attention and pleasing the eye, 
while instructing the visitor upon the merits of the various 
wheels and contrivances. The idea that only people who 
ride wheels attend acycle show, is now an exploded theory, 
as evidenced by the mixed crowds who daily thronged the 
armories of the Second Regiment. Nearly every class of 
citizens was represented, and nearly every branch of in- 
dustry. Fully fifty per cent. of those present never in their 
lives bestrode a wheel or know the difference between a 
“single” anda ‘‘ tandem.” 

The floor space devoted to exhibits is considerably larger 
than Madison Square Garden, and every available foot was 
occupied. Long before the opening day applicants for 
space were being turned away, and although the represen- 
tation was large, many who desired space were forced to 
abandon the idea. This was the only feature that marred 
an otherwise perfect exhibit. 

There was besides the sightseer and enthusiast, another 
regular attendant at the daily session. This was the out- 
of-town dealer who took advantage of the opportunity af- 
forded him of comparing the different wheels, and becom- 
ing acquainted with the claims of the various manufactur- 
ers. Over 2000 regular trades registered during the week, 
and bought largely of the different exhibitors. One buyer 
stated that he had been waiting for six weeks before plac- 
ing his order for a thousand wheels. 

There is no doubt but that interestin bicycles and bicycle 
affairs is greater than ever before and it is hardly traceable 
to the exhibition. The daily papers here contributed over 
thirty-five columns of space to the exhibit, and the period- 
icals outside of the cycling papers fully as much more. 
Manufacturers and jobbers alike report a strong increase in 
orders, and while there is no doubt that a portion of this 
represents an anticipation of orders that would have been 
placed in the spring, still there is a large margin left which 
would never have been heard from without the medium of 
the exhibition. 

There were the usual number of new things shown, and 
improvements and so-called improvements were to be seen 
in nearly every booth, but the most notable features were 
the reduction in weight and price. 

It is safe to say that, barring tandems, there was not a 
machine shown weighing over 30 pounds, while the light 
roadsters exhibited would not average over 22 pounds. The

lightest wheel was shown by Munger. It weighed 8% 
pounds, whilst the Black Mfg. Co. came next with a wheel 
weighing 8 pounds, 14 ounces. 

The reduction in prices referred to was general. First- 
class machines averaged about an even hundred dollars. 
Now and then a manufacturer catering for the elite trade 
showed S110 to $115 signs, but they were decidedly in the 
minority. 

A regular musical programme was presented each day, 
by Brooks’ Second Regiment Band, and was most thor- 
oughly appreciated. Several attractions were presented, 
but probably the one receiving the most attention was the 
‘‘ Living Pictures,” giving a faithful portrayal of cycling 
and cycling costumes, together with actual and fanciful pic- 


tures, both artistic and humorous.

WHAT THEY ARE SHOWING—A WONDERFUL 
EXHIBIT OF A GREAT INDUSTRY. 

The First National Cycle Exhibit, at Madison Square Gar- 
den, was ushered in amid a blaze of electric light on Satur- 

day evening, January roth. 

To the eyes of an ordinary mortal the Garden was a sight 
that would be hard to equal. The whole roof, the galleries. 
boxes and pillars were draped with white and delicate pink, 
while the Star Spangled Banner was seen everywhere. Add 
to this the innumerable lights that flashed and sparkled like 
stars in acloudless sky, and the numerous palms and flow- 
ers and the unique decorations of the different booths, and 
one has a faint idea of the brilliancy of the spectacle. 

Loyal New Yorkers have a just reason to feel proud, for, 
as in other things, this Show is the greatest of its kind. It 
certainly is the finest ever seen in this country, and it is 
hard to imagine one in another country that could surpass 
it. The fair sex showed their interest in the silent steed by 
attending in large numbers. The D’Aquin orchestra dis- 
coursed sweet, familiar airs, and the Powers family, Kil- 
patrick, the one-legged wonder, the Martell family and W. S. 
Maltby performed tricks that astonished the multitude. The 
bicycle fashioned largely from electric lights, that formed 
part of the sign which announced the character of the show, 
though in point of size the largest, was undoubtedly the 
lightest machine in the building. About 165 booths filled 
the immense floor, and the array of bicycles and accessories 
was bewildering to the eye. Not only were there bicycles 
‘‘built for two,” but for three and four. The latest and best 
in the bike line, the products of this vast country and from 
across the pond, were displayed in profusion, and novelties 
were as thick as nails in a keg. 

The detailed description of the individual exhibits which 
follows will enable readers to learn the quantity and qual- 
ity of the articles exhibited. The officers and promoters of 
the Show deserve a vast amount of credit for the laudable 
zeal they have thrown into their work. 

Of course the first things that invite detailed inspection 
are the booths, filled with their various forms of American 
mechanical genius in visible form. The following is a brief 
summary of what is there seen: 

LOVELL ARMS CO. 

The John P. Lovell Arms Co., Boston, Mass., exhibit 
seven wheels; five styles of the Lovell Diamond as follows: 
Track racer, model 22, 25-inch frame, 17% pounds, 5-inch

One unique feature is their improved skeleton pedal, with- 
out either a screw or nut; one side of the pedal may be cov- 
ered with rubber, thus making a combination rat trap and 
rubber pedal. These are sold separately at $5. They also 
have an improved detachable sprocket wheel, the wheel 
being narrow and of a different style from that of last year; 
the handle bars have an improved comfortable curve. But 
the novelty par excellence is a new wire spring saddle. 
which consists of a single saddle spring of triangular form

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The next speaker, Fayette R. Plumb, ex-president of 
the Association, spoke on Trusts—‘‘ Are they Beneficial ?”’

Mr. President, Gentlemen and Invited Guests: The 
subject assigned me is such a profound one, calling as it 
does for deep thought, combined with thorough knowledge 
of the points to be considered, that I feel like Robinson 
Crusoe when he was cast on a desertisle.

If you 
shut out foreign competition you strengthen the hands of 
American labor. Consolidations sometimes preserves ex- 
istence. In closing he paid the following tribute to Presi- 
dent Supplee: ‘‘May the star of destiny continue to cast 
its radiant beams across his pathway until it guides him to 
success which his highest ambitions dictate.” 

MR. PETITT’S REMARKS.

REMARKS OF MR. WARWICK. 

Charles F. Warwick, who is a candidate for Mayor ot 
Philadelphia, next made a few remarks. 

BUSINESS AND POLITICS: DISCUSSED BY WILLIAM H. WILLIAMS. 

W.H. Williams, of the Van Wagoner & Williams Hard- 
ware Co., N. Y., and president of the New York Hardware 
Club, spoke on ‘‘ Politics and Business.” He prefaced his 
remarks by saying: ‘‘I do not come here where business 
has been reduced to ascience and politics to an art, to teach, 
but rather to learn. I speak asa business man to a busi- 


gallantry. 
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ness man and as a politician to a politician.”” He then said: 

The business life of a nation in this age of modern ideas 
and modern improvements is so interwoven with its politi- 
cal life, and the interests which control the one influence 
to so great an extent the other, that we are justified in re- 
garding them as inseparable factors in a civilization whose 
progress and development concern alike all members of 
society. It is therefore a question not to what extent a 
business man may take an interest in public affairs without 
prejudice to his position in the commercial world, but 
rather to what extent can he keep aloof from them without 
prejudice to his business interests, and without neglecting 
his duties to the State. 

Politics has been broadly and justly defined as the ‘‘sci- 
ence of government,” and also as ‘‘the management of a 
political party,” and a political party as ‘‘one of the parts 
into which a people is divided on questions of public pol- 
icy. 

It will not be denied 
that so long as there ex- 
ists in the human family 
diversity of taste, of in- 
terest, and of opinion, so 
long will there exist po- 
litical parties. To-day 
they may be known by 
one set of names, and to- 
morrow by another, ad- 
vocating or combatting 
policies and _ principles, 
but always with us, com- 
manding our attention 
and influencing our for- 
tunes whether we will or 
no. 

Wisely, I think, but 
whether so or not, ours 
is a government by par- 
ties, and the responsi- 
bility for the purity, effi- 
clency and wholesome- 
ness of the party is laid 
upon the citizen; and so 
that politics has % 
claims upon us equal to . 
those of church, of busi- 
society, or of 
We cannot ignore 
them and be true to God 
or country. 

As the fireside 
home is the altar from 
whence flow the in- 
fluences which ennoble 
human life and dignify human endeavor, so from the politi- 
cal primary which is the fountain head of our political 
life, go the influences which shape parties and determine 
our national character. He who shirks his duty to his 
party, or keeps aloft from all parties, does not, in my opin- 
ion, deserve the protection he receives from his govern- 
ment, in life, liberty, the prosecution of his vocation or the 
pursuit of happiness. 

Far too many men are content to be ‘‘ obscurely good.” 
They take a cowardly refuge in Addison’s lines: ‘‘ When 
vice prevails and impious men bear sway, the post of 
honor is the private station,” instead of bearing a manly 
partin the endeavor to dethrone vice and relegate ‘‘im- 
pious men” to the rear. 

I am not one of those who decry partisanship in business, 
in religion or in politics. I do not think it is necessarily 
allied to bigotry or to prejudice. Within limitations pre- 
scribed by conscience and by intelligence I believe it to

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be one of the most powerful auxiliaries which the cause 
of human progress has had. To my understanding partisan- 
ship means believing something and standing by what you 
believe, and I do not see why it does not hold good in poli- 
tics as in other things. 

No great cause has ever succeeded, no great reform has 
ever been accomplished without its aid. The partisanship 
of the brave and indomitable patriots who met in yonder 
Independence Hall made possible the American Revolution, 
and in every important epoch of history, unflinching advo- 
cacy of what men believed to be right, which is but another 
name for partisanship, has led the way to the ultimate tri- 
umph of the right. 

The wisdom and experience of the ages, not less than the 
precepts and teacings of the Sacred Book, enjoin upon us 
diligence in business. But in a broad sense we cannot sepa- 
rate business from affairs of State. That policies respect- 
ing finance, taxation, tariffs and commerce underlie and con- 
trol business prosperity, 
will hardly be denied in 
view of recent national 
experience. That busi- 
ness men should have no 
part in determining these 
policies, directly or indi- 
rectly, is to leave them 
often to inability and in- 
aoe competency. 
| That wholesome poli- 
tical activity which en- 
lists the earnest thought. 
and co-operation of the 
business world best prom- 
otes the welfare of so- 
ciety. 

If business men would 
give to politics and to 
political duties a part 
only of the time which 
they bestow upon pleas- 
ure and other pursuits 
and occupations outside 
of business, the atmos- 
phere of our public life 
would be purer and clean- 
er, and the words ‘ring 
and gang rule’ would be 
banished from our politi- 
cal vocabulary. 

The next speaker on 
the list was Samuel Diss- 
ton, of Henry Disston & 
Sons, vice-president of 
the Association. Mr. Diss- 
ton having an important engagement was excused.

T. JAMES FERNLEY ON OUR ASSOCIATION. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: I feel that I owe you an 
apology for occupying your time this evening, particularly 
in view of the fact that so many men of well known ability 
are gathered around this board. Many of our guests have 
national reputations as public speakers, and, indeed, some 
of our own members are rapidly forging to the front rank 
of after-dinner orators. 

On December 2Ist last the president of our Association 
advised me that he had appointed Fayette R. Plumb, 
Samuel Disston, Lewis W. Klahr and the speaker as a Ban- 
quet Committee.

At our first committee meeting it was very evident that mv 
co-laborers each intended to have an opportunity to air his 
eloquence, regardless of the rights and privileges of others.

OF MR. REX. 
GENTLEMEN: The ques- 
tion attached to the subject assigned to me this even- 
ing is somewhat ambiguous. When Sidney Smith was once 
advised by his physician to take a little gentle exercise 
before breakfast, on an empty stomach, he quietly asked 
it it made any great difference whose stomach it 
was. So lam similarly uncertain whether it is the diges- 
tion of the speaker or his unfortunate victims which is in 
question. If the former, I should say it was an unhealthful 
performance, for most physicians consider that arduous 
labor after a heavy meal is, to say the least, injudicious, 
and an after-dinner speech is certainly hard work for me. 
If it refers to my audience, I should incline to the opinion 
that it would not injure their digestion seriously, as the ma- 
jority of them are in the daily habit of sampling nails, tacks, 
saws, files, screws and similar articles, and are used to hard 
wear and tear generally. A certain learned man defines 
speech as the instrument by which a fool is distinguished 
from a philosopher, and nothing but an amiable desire to 
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oblige your entertainment cotnmittee places me in this po- 
sition to-night, as I fear I can retain my incognito no lon- 
ger. Digestion is defined to be the physiological process of 
converting the food from the state in which it enters the 
mouth to that in which it can pass from the alimentary 
canal into the blood vessels and lymphatics. While this 
process is going on it 1s necessary that the brain should not 
be taxed or the mind wearied with much thinking. It shall 
be my especial care to refrain from doing either of these 
two things. Man is a social animal; in his pleasures, his 
sorrows, his work or his play, he needs and seeks sym- 
pathy and companionship. This characteristic is especially 
marked in connection with that bodily function called eat- 
ing. He takes pleasure in dining with business friends and 
listening to their sage advice, and incidentally picking up 
any pointers which may be dropped. Civilization and educa- 
tion have robbed this function of its common-place charac- 
r, and have thrown around it all the accessories of beauty 
Our tables are resplendent with beautiful

and refinement. 
china and glassware, and vessels of gold and silver, in the 
ratio of one to sixteen; our appetites are tempted by all 
sorts of curious combinations of delicacies, and our palates 
are tickled by the sparkling vintages of the valleys of cham- 
pagne and apollinaria. The ancient Greeks and Romans 
were wont to entertain their guests at dinner by exhibitions 
of dancing, juggling and sleight of hand by hired per- 
formers, The Falernian and Lesbian brands otf wine being 
of too strong a character to permit them to take any active 
part, but with a wisdom born of nineteen hundred years of 
progress we allow our guests to entertain themselves by 
fights of oratory and scintillations of wit and humor. The 
after-dinner orator is a necessary evil; we cannot get our 
banquet without him, and, therefore, we must endure him. 
Like vice, 

‘He is a monster of frightful mien. 

As to be hated needs but to be seen; 

But seen too oft, familiar with 47s face, 

We first endure, then pity, then embrace.”

[t was said of Cuvier, the great naturalist, that if he were 
given a single bone he could construct the animal to which 
it belonged. So with the Depew type of after-dinner speak- 
ers. Give him a single joke, even if pre-historic and ex- 
humed from the cave of the Seven Sleepers, and he will 
build around it such an after-dinner speech that his most 
dyspeptic auditor will think he has a new triple-riveted, 
Harveyized digestive apparatus. If the subject which is 
sprung upon him does not seem to have any connection with 
the story in his mind, he is in no wise disconcerted. Take 
for instance, this topic: ‘‘After-dinner speaking; does it aid 
digestion?” He would say the latter part of this subject 
does not seem to have any bearing upon the former, and yet 
if we examine it more closely he will see that they are not 
so widely separated. It reminds me of a little story of the 
sunny South. <A certain young planter in the ante-bellum 
days was a great sportsman but a greater story teller, and 
his black boy, Sam, was always called upon to certify to 
their truth. Sam frequently remonstrated with his master 
as follows: ‘‘Faw de Lawd’s sake, Mars’ Gawge, don't git 
yaw fax and de trooth so farapawt. I kin hawdly git ‘em to- 
gither.” At acertain large dinner party the young planter be- 
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came inflamed with apollinaris,and told how he once shot a 
buck in the foot and the bullet came out back of the ear. 
Considerable incredulity was expressed, and he imme- 
diately appealed to Sam, who rose to the occasion. ‘‘Yas, 
gemmen and ladies, das so. Yo see it was this a-way. Jist 
as Mars’ Gawge raise de gun to shoot, de buck stopped to 
scratch he haid an’ de ball went froo de hoof and came out 
back of de ear.” 

Sometimes the after-dinner speaker is a misanthropic and 
malevolent person who remembers reading in his school- 
books that the anaconda, after swallowing a whole ox, and 
being unable to disguise the fact, for the horns stuck out of 
his mouth, can be approached by persons whose previous 
intercourse had been conducted over a long-distance tele- 
phone and treated with familiartiy, and cven with violence, 
without being able to resent it; he, therefore, under cover 
of the lethargy and good nature produced by a twelve- 
course dinner, delivers a forty-minute address so dry that 
the dust nearly chokes him as he deliversit. This, how- 
ever, is good for the digestion, for it produces balmy sleep, 
Nature’s sweet restorer. Then there is the after-dinner ora- 
tor who has served in the war. He will say, appropo of 
nothing, ‘‘ The true philosopher can extract some comfort, 
even out of misfortune—speaking of making the best of 
things reminds me of a little incident that happened during 
the war. When Iwas with Grant in the Wilderness, a fine 
voung fellow in my regiment, the only son of a poor widow, 
was shot down and was carried to the rear. After the 
day’s fighting was over, I went to the temporary hospital to 
look after him. The doctors were about to cut off his right 
arm, as his elbow was shattered, but he begged to be al- 
lowed to keep it. He was told that if it healed it would be 
stiff, and that he could choose whether he would prefer it 
straight or bent. <A troubled look came over his face as his 
eyes looked afar off and saw down the vista of approaching 
years a crippled future. Presently his eyes brightened and 
asmile stole athwart his features as he said cheerfully, 
‘Set it for hugging.’ ” 

But the literary man has the ‘‘convexity,’’ so to speak, 
upon all after-dinner orators. He can delve in the Chinese 
archives and get all the lichen-covered jokes from Confu- 
cious down, or extract from Egyptian papyrus rolls some of 
thse puns whose Lotus’ flavor produced such ecstatic sleep 
upon the ancient Pharaohs that their mummies still pre- 
serve the remnants of the smile and work them up in Nine- 
teenth Century costume without fear of meeting that ennuied 
look which proclaims them ‘‘marons disguise.” Such is 
the story of Augustus, which a literary man translated for 
me from the original Sanskrit. Augustus was a poet, and 
wrote an alleged poem entitled *‘Why Do I Still Live?” 
and sent it to a certain magazine for publication. Three 
weeks passed, and the poem not appearing, his patience 
was exhausted, and he wrote a sharp letter asking why the 
poem was not published, and hinting that envy was at the 
The next issue of the magazine contained the

following in its ‘‘Answers to Correspondents :” 
you sent your poem by mail instead of bringing it in per- 
son—this is why you still live.” It is a well-known fact 
that the character of the food affects after-dinner speaking. 
It has greater influence upon our legislation than the average 
person imagines. The observing newspaper man goes into 
the Congressional restaurant in Washington about noon 
and frequently forecasts the proceedings of the afternoon. 
A cup of weak tea and a slice of dry toast will bring Sena- 
tor Peffer on his feet with a bill to endow an old ladies’ 
home; a ham sandwich eaten by Representative Boutelle 
is the precursor of one of his Hawaiian resolutions; young 
pigeons on toast will be sure to precipitate a squabble; fist- 
icuffs have been the outcome of an indulgence in Philadel- 
phia scrapple; and when Gorman gets too much sugar in 
his cold tea he is sure to raise Cain on the floor of the Sen- 


ate. After-dinner speaking not only aids the digestion as | 
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have shown, but it also improves the moral tone of the diner 
by cultivating the virtues of charity, patience and forbear- 
ance, although the veneer of civilization is sufficiently 
strong to prevent actual violence. Alkali Ike found it ad- 
visable to say at the ballin Roaring Gulch, ‘‘ Boys, don't 
shoot the fiddler, he’s doing the best he kin,” but I hardly 
think a similar plea on behalf of the unfortunate after-din- 
ner speaker is necessary with this audience. If, during the 
next few days, we ascertain by sad experience that I am 
wrong, and that after-dinner speaking does not aid diges- 
tion, our case will be similar to that of the young married 
couple whose honeymoon was beginning to wane. One 
evening after tea, a very awkward silenee reigned, which 
he broke by rising to put on his overcoat, preparatory to 
going to the League. She broke out vehemently, ‘‘George, 
you would have been happier if you had not married me.” 
And he replied: ‘‘ Yes, darling, but I would never have 
known it.”’

ARCHIBALD PAULL MITCHELL'S REMARKS. 
Mr. President, and gentlemen of the Hardware Mer- 


chants’ & Manufacturers’ Association of Philadelphia: Be- 
lieve me, sirs, Iam profoundly sensible of the honor you 
have paid me, in bidding me to this feast of reason and 
flow of soul. Before me I see those princes of trade and 
manufacture, whose efforts have gone far toward placing 
Philadelphia in the front rank of our greater municipalities. 
There are other cities who, with loud fanfare, proclaim 
themselves the Great and Only, but not one comes nearer 
paying one hundred cents on the dollar than this same city 
of yours. True, some captious critics have had the temer- 
ity to express the opinion that your eminent respectability 
has made some of you stand so erect that you bend back- 
ward. To such I would say: ‘‘Gocarefully!” for, emulous 
of the fame that Manhattan's famous Lexow committee has 
gained by its labors, your rulers are preparing the same 
treat for you. But politicians and politics are malapropos 
on an occasion like this. We are here, as I understand it, 
to eat, drink and be merry, and, for the time, forget dull 
care and the grind of daily work. 

From time immemorial, it has been the habit of certain 
after-dinner speakers to make capital for bad jokes about 
your slow ways and certain methods. To my mind, this 
characteristic is one of your grandest bulwarks. We read 
that when William Penn purchased the land upon which 
your city now stands, he set the pace for future genera- 
tions by paying spot cash, or its equivalent, for his venture. 
That, gentlemen, has been the reputation of your traders 
and manufacturers from that day to this—slow to buy but 
sure to pay. 

Here in your city the artisan as well as the merchant 
vrince is thought entitled to a home, and the thousands of 
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small, but comfortable houses, which may be rented or 
bought on long payments and easy terms, prove that to al] 
who are willing to work, a home is possible. 

In money-mad New York, we have the delectable spec- 
tacle of one of our oldest, and outwardly most eminently 
respectable churches, owning vast quantities of valuable 
real estate, content to let remain upon their land wretched 
tenements, which are a disgrace to our civilization. I am 
convinced that, whatever of success each one of you has 
achieved, it has come most largely from your environment. 
The same spirit that prompts you to provide houses for 
your people, prompts your manufacturers and merchants to 
be liberal and just in the compensation and encouragement 
given their employees, who, in turn, imbued with these 
liberal ideas, become your successors in business, and in 
public and private enterprise. 

In the pursuit of my daily vocation, I have, from the 
nature thereof, been brought into contact with the leading 
manufacturers and merchants in your line, all over the 
United States. In all the cities I visit, I do not find any 
more satisfactory people with whom to transact business, 
than in this city; and, after all, I have a right to feel at 
home in Pennsylvania, for in Fayette County my great- 
grandfather lived and died, after serving under Washing- 
ton and Braddock, in their memorable campaign against 
the Indians and French. He established one of the first 
furnaces and forges erected west of the Allegheny Moun- 
tains, on almost the same spot where now is situated the 
great Dunbar furnaces, midway between Uniontown and 
Connellsville. I have often thought: What would be the 
sensations of those pioneers in the iron industry, could they 
see the mighty blast furnaces of the present time? The 
one or two or three tons of cold blast charcoal iron per day, 
that was then produced with water power, have given way 
to the steam hot blast mammoths of the present time, 
whose daily product is greater than a six months’ output of 
the old-time forge. 

A shining example of the steadiness and continuity of 
purpose of a Philadelphia merchant in our line, came to 
notice within the past two years. In the ordinary course 
firm in Market Street, where 
three names graced the sign above the door. I had been 
calling there for some years, and was greatly surprised on 
the visit in question, when I found things at sixes and 
sevens. The stock had been removed, the shelving was 
being taken down, and through the debris I made my way 
to where the counting office was formerly situated, and 
found there the head of the firm, ‘“What’s up? 
Going to move?” I asked him. ‘‘No,” he.replied ‘*We 
are going to retire from business—settle up, liquidate, quit.” 
As he spoke, he had in front of him a small individual led- 
ger, and being in a confidential and reminiscent mood, he 
turned over the leaves and said: ‘‘In this little book is the 
condensed history of my business.”’ Starting thirty years 
or more ago, with a small capital, he had each year's ex- 
penses and gains systematically put down. The net result, 
I noticed, was in red ink. The first year it required but few 
figures to express the total, the last—well that is telling— 
but I caught a fleeting glimpse at the figures, and a cool 
half million would be rather under than over the amount. 
He had started in to accomplish a certain purpose, and ad- 
hered to it rigidly, and through good times and bad, had 
patiently shaped his course for the one beacon of indepen- 
dence at a time in life when independence is most needed, 
and he had succeeded. That, gentlemen, is the history of 
one of your ‘‘slow”’ Quaker merchants. Now, let me cite 
the more brilliant career of a mercantile firm in another 
city, who started business about the same time, with nearly 
the same capital. This last firm, by a happy combination

of talent in its members, possessed in one, shrewd business 
instinct, combined with caution; the other was a brilliant 
salesman, magnetic and genial, and had that rare gift of 
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getting the very best possible results out of an employee. 
For years and years, so long as this firm confined their 
time, energy and ability to their immediate business, their 
trade expanded and grew, until the house and its connec- 
tions were known, honored and envied in every quarter of 
the globe. From a business humble in its inception, the 
trade grew until many millions of dollars of business was 
transacted each year. Profitable, stable, rich, its members 
became millionaires, and he who had the boldness to pre- 
dict any evil fortune to that house, would have been looked 
upon as either a madman or a jealous rival. In an unlucky 
hour a Western railroad magnate induced one of the part- 
ners to go into a bond deal of some Western railroad that 
ran from no place to nowhere, and from manipulation in 
Wall Street a profit of some hundreds of thousands of dol- 
That, gentlemen, was the beginning of 
the end. Why, it 
took two months’ legitimate business to produce what was 
made in a day by speculation in Wall Street. The deadly

upas-tree of inordinate avarice had planted its roots, the 
harvest was coming—and come it did; for within two short 
years princely fortunes, honored names, and a business 
which had never been equaled in this or any other country, 
was wrecked, and its very name will soon be forgotten. 

The slow, 
but sure Quaker City way, or the brilliant pyrotechnical 
display made by our other friends?

Mr. Chairman, Guests and Fellow Members: The man 
who said ‘‘doubtful things are mighty uncertain’ probably 
had some experience as a prophet, and as I realize the truth 
of his saying, it 1s with some misgiving that I, who am 
neither a prophet nor the son of a prophet, now attempt to 
prophesy of the the sweet bye-and-bye. 
Surely in these days of strange proposals, when free coin- 
age, wildcat money, populistic ideas, anarchistic ravings, 
and Coxeyism, are all finding zealous advocates—when I

And yet there is good reason why I am asked to speak of 
the future, and not of the past. I think we are all more 
than willing to forget 1894—that is, if our profit and loss ac- 
counts will permit us to do so. It isthe future which beck- 
ons to us with the finger of Hope—and we look eagerly for- 
ward to the harvests which are to be. But when I look on 
the talent and ability I now see around me, from the wis- 
dom of a Nestor in our oldest member and the eloquent 
writings of our honored president, to the audacious wit of 
our secretary-treasurer, it is no wonder that I hesitate. 

Still, who that is familiar-with the history of our Associa- 
tion can doubt the promise of the future? Ina certain sense 
this is our birthday dinner, for have we not just received 
from the city on the Susquehanna a solemn writing signed 
with red and imposing seals stating we are now a corpora- 
tion? But the work of our Association, which is now nine 
years old, has already been more than manifest. Prior to 
our organization our jobbers had practically no acquaintance 
with each other, and each regarded his fellow jobbers with 
distrust, not to say actual enmity.

all about him,” replied the neighbor in a most unpromising 
tone. ‘* Well,”’ was the next question, ‘‘do you know any- 
thing bad about him?’ ‘*‘No,” said the neighbor, *‘ don’t 
say that I do, but you can’t keep no sheep when the deacon 
is around.” This was a dubious answer, but as a last re- 
sort the inquirer asked: “Well,” 
said the unfriendly neighbor, ‘‘he ought to; he takes up the 
collection in church every Sunday.” 

It was very muchin sucha spirit that our jobbers thought 
of each other, and so each was ready to believe the worst, 
and to competition was added the strife of personal feel- 
Already we see the harvest of a more kindly and 
brotherly feeling, and personalities have not the same 
stress laid upon them as in former years. It is impossi- 
ble to regard with the same continued distrust the man 
whom you meet socially and with whom you sit at the 
same social board. It is not only in the Arab’s tent that 
bread and salt are a pledge of friendship, and I have been 
a man’s attitude toward a 
competitor simply by a social meeting. ‘* The old order 
changeth, giveth place to new,’ and men begin to realize 
that common benefits accrue from co-operation and not from

struck by the change made in 


that false proverb which professional men are ever quoting 
‘*‘ Competition is the life of trade.”’ 

If such has been the harvest of the past, surely we may 
look for larger returns in the ‘‘ Sweet Bye-and-Bye.” The 
coming years lie before us as fallow fields waiting to bring 
forth harvests according to our sowing. Will we sow wisely 
or unwisely? 

One of the leading manufacturers of the country, a man 
of wide acquaintance, of knowledge of public life and of 
much travel, has said to me that taking all lines of business 
into consideration he thought hardware . men repre- 
sented as much general ability and breadth of thought as 
any set of men he knew, and added he, ‘‘ They win the 
least reward.” If this is so perhaps the fault is largely at 
our own doors, and it behooves us to sow wisely for future 
harvests. It sometimes seems to me that we hardware 
men are so pressed for time, so fully occupied by imme- 
diate questions of endless and innumerable small details, 
that instead of driving our business we are driven by it, 
and what we need istime and opportunity for calm thought 
how we can best guide our business to good results. Itisa 
happy custom of one of the largest churches of Christen- 
dom to compel the preachers every year to devote a week 
to retirement and mutual conference, and I can imagine 
more wisdom in the conduct of our business did such a 
course obtain, and as such, as I take it, is the object of our 
new National Association. 

But there are happier days in store for all of us. We are 
now, I trust, emerging from a depression which has tried 
men’s souls, and we turn gladly toward the future and 
watch for the light which heralds the coming days of har- 
vest. True, the great political economist who, on a steady 
and ample salary, lives in the White House at Washington, 
told us in one of his recent famous letters that prices 
should be lower. We however, hope for higher values and 
afairer return to both employer and employee. Man is 
ever hopeful, and is not his hopefulness justified ? 


‘Yet I doubt not thro’ the ages one unceasing purpose runs, 
And the thoughts of men are widen’d with the process of the suns!”

Let us without it look down the vista of the years that 
are to precede a new century, and as we do so, we hear on 
all sides the same hope. ‘ Ther’s a good time comin’,”’ 
sings the darkey in his happy confidence; the editors 
preach it from their papers, pulpitsand clerical voices join 
in the chorus, the poet sings it in his hopeful vision, and 
even the long suffering hardwareman feels the same inspi- 
ration. 

And so by taith we see the day when co-operation will 
be the rule, when the brotherhood of men as taught on 
Galilean hills will be a reality, when honest goods will 
bring their value, when hotels and railroads will no longer 
absorb all the profits of the jobber, when jobbers and re- 
tailers will realize their interests are in common and not in 
strife and competition. When industry and skill will bring 
their sure reward it will no longer be necessary to ask the 
question, ** Are a young man’s chances of success as good 
as twenty-five years ago ?”’ 

In these promised days the hardware man will be a bet- 
ter citizen of this City of Penn. No longer will he leave its 
business affairs to lawyers and those who make politics 
their profession, but he will once more assume the right 
which history shows he, as a merchant, possesses, and as 
the great Old World cities of London, Antwerp, Amster- 
dam and Florence were made great by ruling merchants, 
so will Philadelphia’s merchants take their rightful place 
among the rulers of the city. When this is done I venture 
to predict some changes, and when an estimate is pre- 
sented to councils containing such items as:

All this will have its effect on the individual life, and 
when the city 1s managed in the best interests of all its 
citizens our homes will be brighter, the advantages of life 
in Philadelphia greater than in less favored communities, 
and each will have a fair chance for the expansion of indi- 
vidual character and strength; while, instead of the present 
mad scramble for place and wealth, in which the weaker 
are trampled under foot, the battle of life will be fought by 
men moving shoulder to shoulder in mutual helpfulness. 
Then will Justice have her perfect reign over the hearts of 
men, and we will see realized the dream of the poet 
Lowell: 

"Tis as easy then for the heart to be true

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Review of the Markets. 


Money: Indications at present point to a continuance of 
the drain of gold from this country. The Treasury reserve 
amounts to about $70,000,000, but this sum will probably be 
steadily reduced by the presentation of legal tenders for 
redemption by houses which find it necessary to provide 
for their European drafts by shipping gold.

THE PHILADELPHIA TRADE. 

It is very gratifying to report that a better feeling seems 
to prevail generally, and now that salesmen have once more 
started on the road, they have done so with renewed hope 
and increased confidence, and their confidence seems to be 
justified by the number of orders coming in, which are 
more frequent in number, and, perhaps, somewhat more 
generous in size.

This, 
however, was very little the case last year, and lower 
prices were made, they were almost always made volun- 
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tarily by manufacturers, owing to competition among them-

turer felt he was getting his share, and, consequently, was

THE AUSTRALIAN TRADE. 

There is no unanimity of opinion among distributors re- 
garding the existing condition of trade. Those whose busi- 
ness 1s confined more largely to the supplying of summer 
requirements—the Antipodean summer corresponds with 
our winter—have been fairly active recently, particularly as 
regards country trade, and on this account are inclined to 
take a favorable view of future prospects, On the other 
hand, those whose trade lies outside such channels, adopt 
a more pessimistic tone, with more or less gloomy fore- 
bodings. 

Collections have been fairly good, and, on the whole 
failures have been less frequent. The general concensus of 
Opinion appears to be that a very slow though steady im- 
provement is manifesting itself, but with no immediate 
prospects under present conditions of an active revival tak- 
ing place in the near future. 

The recent laying on of vessels from this port to Sydney 
and Melbourne by the Independent Line has precipitated a 
fight between them and the older lines, the latter being ar- 
rayed as a unit against the new-comers by reason of a sort of 
combination existing between them. This has resulted in 
a sharp reduction in the rates of freight, which incidentally 
will have the effect of depreciating the value of goods in 
stock in the Colonies that have borne the higher rates which 
have been ruling for some time past, and will thus, to some 
extent, demoralize the market. How long the present con- 
dition of affairs will obtain is problematical.
